where around the country. Did 
you ever imagine that that 
someone could be you? 

Would you be prepared? 
Would you: have any earthly 
idea what to do and how to go 
about doing it? Tiny newborns 

- , are very intimidating to large 
human beings. Somehow we 
become all thumbs. when try- 

ing to hold them. It’s humorous 
to watch most new fathers try 
to figure just the position to 
place their arms in to hold this 
tiny piece of life. 

If you are ever placed in the 


position to assist with an emer- _ 


gency delivery, here are a few 
things you might remember. 
Of course, in the adrenaline 
rush of the moment, you may 
forget everything you ever 
thought you knew, but we hope 


not. 

Hopefully, you will be near a 
phone where you can call for 
assistance. The operators at 
911 can usually talk you 
through the most difficult 
parts. But they may not be 
available and you may be in an 
isolated area, all on your own. 

It’s important to know how 
far apart the contractions are 


~ and if this is the first delivery 


for this mother to be. If possi- 
ble, gather newspapers, clean 
towels or sheets, or material of 
any kind to wrap the baby in 
after the birth; to protect it 
from cooling off. It is important 
for newborns to stay warm, as 
heat loss can be very danger- 
ous. 

-~ When you see that the baby's 


head is crowning or appearing 
in the vaginal opening, place 
newspapers or a blanket, if 
available, under the woman’s 
buttocks. Instruct her to pant 
and when she feels the urge to 
push, believe me you won't 
have to tell her, she will do it 
on her own. 3 

As the head emerges, place 
your hands above and below 
the head to stabilize it, as 
sometimes the delivery can-be 
explosive. If the umbilical cord 
is around the baby’s neck or 
shoulders, gently unwrap it.

"Those 
who.sleep with mites can get 
very sick" says Dr. Thomas

Americans are allergic to dust 
‚ fnite droppings. Average dust

“Our goal is that by the year 
2000, at least 90 percent of 
infants and children up to age 
two are immunized against 
common childhood diseases,” 
Howell said. “Children need to 
begin their basic series of 
immunization at birth or two 
months of age and. complete

Despite the increased child- 
hood immunization rate, 


Howell said that almost 20 
percent of Florida's children 
are still not properly immu- 
nized against 10 childhood dis- 
eases and are at risk from seri- 
ous illness, hospitalization, 
and even death.

Because of a successful, 
intensified effort to immunize 
pre-school and school aged chil- 
dren, the incident rate for pre- 
ventable childhood diseases 
has plummeted. However, dis- 
eases still remain and that 
means the threat of illness 
remains, said Howell.

Soaring divorce rates should 
concern all Floridians

When Hollywood actor Charlie Sheen filed for 
divorte after a five-month marriage to Donna 
Peele, he declared, “I couldn't breathe, I had to 
come up for air.” He went on to explain, on 
Entertainment Tonight, why he elected to 
choose divorce: “You buy a car, it breaks down, 
what are you gonna do?” 

Few would argue that divorce is sometimes 
justified. But sadly, divorce has become all too 
common even outside of Hollywood. According 
to 1994 data, Florida now has the 8th highest 
divorce rate in the country. And the most fright- 
ening reality is that all too often marriages end 
because, like Charlie Sheen, people just want a 
change :

are much more likely to drop out of school, 
engage.in pre-marital sex, become pregnant 
outside of marriage, and commit crimes. 

But children aren't the only victims of divorce. 
No'*fault divorce also adds to the ranks of the 
one group most plagued by poverty - single 


mothers. The intact family is the best depart- ` 


ment of health, education and welfare we can 
ever hope for. But when it dissolves, the eco- 
nomic burdens can become intense, particularly 
on mothers. 

Since 1971, Florida has been guided by a no- 
fault divorce law. However, many are now ques- 
tioning the effects of such laws and are suggest- 
ing that we open a debate in this state to con- 
sider what can be done to make divorce less 
common. 

No one is suggesting we force people to stay in 
abusive marriages. In some circurastances, a 
quick escape route is necessary for the protec- 
tion of a spouse and children. But growing pub- 
lic opinion nationwide reveals that a discussion 
on divorce reform is in order. A survey by USA' 
Today found that over half of all adults think 
divorce should be harder. to obtain, and 'three- 
quarters of the children agree. 

Just because a marriage breaks down, needs 
repairs, or perhaps a tune-up, doesn’t mean it 
should be ushered to the used саг lot and 
replaced with a new model. It hurts too many 
people, too may children, and it dramatically 
affects the quality of life in our communities. 
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Florida Sheriffs Association opposes early 
release of violent criminals 


Sheriff Geoff Monge, president of the Florida 
Sheriffs Association, speaking recently on 
behalf of the 67 Sheriffs of Florida, expressed 
outrage at the early release of hundreds of dan- 
gerous felons from the'state's prisons back into 
Florida's comriuities. 

“Legal mechanisms were passed by the Flori- 
da legislature over a decade ago, programs 
intentionally designed to allow “early release" 
of state inmates for the sole purpose of alleviat- 
ing prison overcrowding,” Monge noted, “but it 
was a misguided plan which favored immediate 
savings of tax dollars over concern for the 
everyday safety of our law-abiding citizens.” 

While Florida's Sheriffs join all Floridians in 
being concerned that prisoners continue to be 
released early, we recognize and applaud the 
work of the Florida legislature over the past 
four years in their attempts to remedy the prob- 
lems which have led to this early release con- 
cern. 

Funding has been provided for thousands of 
additional prison beds to accommodate the 
number of prisoners sentenced to state prison. 
Under the. leadership of Governor Lawton 
Chiles, the Department of Corrections has built 
the beds and now has several thousand empty 
beds available. 

Also, during the 1995 legislative session, the 
"8595" law passed, meaning that all felons sen- 
tenced after October 1, 1995, must serve 85% of 
their court imposed sentence. 

The Sheriffs continue to support the Stop 
Turning Out Prisoners (STOP) movement, ‘an 
initiative which is attempting to place a consti- 
tutional amendment on the ballot to make the 
85% law a constitutional requirement. 


The Sheriffs of Florida also believe we have 
one more vestige of the “old system” that the 
legislature must address - that of “Sentencing 
Guidelines.” 

The Sheriffs are joining with the Florida 
Police Chiefs, our 20 State Attorneys, and the 
Florida legislature to abolish Sentencing Guide- 
lines, a release mechanism initiated in 1983 
which brought us to the situation we find our- 
selves in today. 

Originally touted as a way to keep violent. 
offenders in state prison for a.longer period of 
time, Sentencing Guidelines have served to 
keep thousands of felons from ever entering the 
state prison system at all. Sentencing Guide- 
lines set thresholds for prison admission so high 
that a felon who “only” breaks into. homes or 
steals cars for a living can barely” “gaim admis- 
sion into the prison system? Эф, 

А bill that would abolish Sentencing Guide- 
lines, sponsored by Rep. Carlos Valdes and Sen. 
Jim Horne is now being considered by the Flori- 
da legislature. 

"We need your help and we respectfully urge 
all citizens to call their state legislators and 
senators, and urge them to join with the Florida

“Florida is a safer place now than it was just 
a few years ago. en the help of the legisla- 
ture, and the positive steps they have taken, we 
have seen a downturn in crime in Florida for 
the first time in years,” the Sheriff further not- 
ed.

Houston, Texas were celebrat- 
ing another successful year 
forecasting hurricanes. Unlike 
Bill Gray, who only forecasts 
the number of tropical sys- 
tems, research meteorologists 
Jill Hasling and Dr. John 
Freeman actually predict 
where a tropical storm will 
make landfall. 

Last year, the duo said there 
was а 90% chance the Caroliña 
coast would get hit by a storm. 
As it turned out, four storms, 
Tropical Storms Arthur and 
Josephine and Hurricanes 
Bertha and Fran, all made 
landfall-along the east coast 
from Georgia to North 
Carolina. 

It is not the first time 
Hasling and Freeman have 
been right. They've been issu- 
ing hurricane forecasts since 
1985 and have been correct 
nine out of eleven years. The 
meteorologists' predictions are 
based on something called the 
Orbital Cyclone Strike Index 
(OCSD. 

“This is а tool that is based 
on the premise that there are 
orbital influences on Earth's 
large scale circulation pat- 
terns," said Hasling. “In turn, 
these influences are reflected

So, how does 1997 look? 
Hasling and Freeman say the 
area from Louisianna to 
Mississippi has the highest 


.chance of experiencing a tropi- 


cal storm or hurricane this 
year. The next highest risk is 
Florida's west coast. 

Our area has the lowest 
probability this year, according 
to the meteorologists. "There is 
а 30% chance of tropical activi- 
ty along the east coast of 
Florida,” said Hasling. Overall, 
Hasling arid Freeman predict a 
relatively quiet seàson with а 
total of seven named storms 
and only four hurricanes. 

Gray, on the other hand, 
believes 1997 will be active 
again. His latest forecast calls 
for 11 storms, seven hurri- 
canes and three major hurri- 
canes. 

Of course, it would be nice if 
they were both wrong and 
there was very little hurricane 
activity. That, however, seems 
unlikely. 

Like that Nolan Ryan fast- 
ball, these hurricane forecast- 
ers are the best in the busi- 
ness.
